Some of it, no doubt,

‘It was by the machinery of the 
League of Nations that 'the-men of 
different nationalities learned the 
lesson of: co-operation. For the 
first time in the history of the 
world they made a definite experi- 
ment asx to whether it was not 
possible’ for ‘men and women, 
speaking different tongues, living 
in” different places and’ having 
different interests to come 
constantly together to bind their 
common interests. Although, of 
course, it’ ‘was too early yet to 
speak of an experiment that was 
eight years ‘old a3 finally settled, 
yet on the whole it had met with 
astounding success, The League 
of Nations'was now the centre of 
European, dnd, to a certain ex. 
tent, of world politics. * 

Professor Webster referred to 
the difficulties | which beset the 
League when it first started, how 
statesmen received it with a con- 
temptuous shrug of, the shoulders 
and endeavourcd to-put it on one 
side. The Leigue’ was now, he 
said, the supreme factor” in the 
international affairs of Europe, 
That wags an amazing. thing to be 
able to say of an institution which 
had a life of only eight years. 


Edueating .Statesmen. 


Seeondly, the League of Na- 
tions was set up in the world to 
educate statesmen. Before the 
great war the statesmen of the 
great Powers hardly ever saw one 
anther, and when the crisis in 
1914, came the foreign , ministers 
in the various countries of Europe 
knew practically nothifig about it 
except what they Jearned from the 
reports of their own ambassadors. 
They had no conception of how 
the mind of the other man worked, 
they had no personal knowledge of 
him, they could not make any fore- 
cast a8 to how he would respond to 
a particular . emergency. They 
looked’ on international politics 
from the narrow angle of thelr 
own country. There ..was no 
means to solve the- crisis.

A New Point of View. 


As one who had been watching 
that process for the Inst eight 
years, he had been astounded at 
the effect it had upon the minds of 


the European statesmen, As an 
ilastration, he instanced, that 
great international figure, Lord 


who in four yeara chad 
become a completely changed man, [ 
A man. whose attitude | towards 
politics had always been negative, 
became one of the foremost leaders 


of politics in the four years that}. 


followed the war. Then there wis 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. If they 
had asked him in 1919 what he 
thought about thé Leayue of Na- 
tions, he would not have had much 
good to say about it. Yet Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald was! the first 
British Prime Minister to attend 
the meetings of the Leagyé. He 
said that British policy bpended 
upon the safety and power of the: 
League. He became one of its 
foremost-champions. In 1919 they 
would not have found Sir Austen 
Chamberlain a very fervent sup- 
porter of the League. When he 
took up the burden of” office he 


found that’ the League of Nations 
was indispensable to the life of 
Europe. He had attended every 
Council meeting of the League of 
Nations since he, came into office. 
The same kind of force was work- 
ing on’ ithe statesmen ‘of other 
countries, They had been‘able to 
get a new point of view added to 
the intensely national point .of 
view that statemen had before the 
war-—a new international point of 
view which, he ventured to sug- 
est, they cauld not have attained 
in any other way. " 


Education of the People. 


politics ‘to educate statesmen, He 
had spent the whole of his life 
in studying statesmen, and .es- 
pecially foreign affairs, and ‘he 
thought the thing that had im- 
pressed him most about them was 
their helplessness. (Laughter). 
They were always wantiny to do 
awfully . nice. things;. but they 
could not do them, especially in 
the 19th century democratic world, 
and the League of Nations would 
have failed in its purpose if it had 
confined .its attention to states- 
men alone. Ina sense the League 
had-also been able to educate the 
peoples of Europe as well as their 
statesmen, because for the first 
time in the history of the world 
they had had open discussions of 
international politics. There had 
heen brought openly before the 
Council and the Assembly of the 
League mogt difficult and dan- 
gerous and complicated inter- 
national problems that before 1914 
could hardly. be diseussed in 
public, and as for openly debating 
them.in public, half the foreign 
offices of Europe would have had 
a fit at the mere suggestion of the 
iden (Lauyhter).

While the love of 
jaz music and dancing has not 
lessened in the United States the 
vogue of the more iavolved dances 
such as the Charleston and, Black 
Bottom is waning. 

It was never possible, with any 
degree of success, for two perséns 
to dance ‘either the.,Charleston or, 
the Black Bottom'together, Their 
intricacies simply afforded an op- 
portunity for the display of agility 
that fitted the stage better than the 
ball-room, 

At the ‘very outset the vogue of 
these dances received a serious ‘set- 
back when dancing floors collapsed 
as partners attempted ‘to wxecute 
steps in unison. 

Now a serious effort is being 
made to popularise the “Kinkajou”’ 
-—n dance that ‘has received the en- 
dorsement of the recent Convention 
of Dancing Masters in New York. 

It is neither ‘so disjojuted. in 
music nox in its steps as the dances 
which were so popular a year ago. 
The “Kinkajow” starts with a 
“strut’—na modification of a jazz 
walk or swaying glide with.a lift- 
ing ‘of the shoulders. Its second 
movement is & grinding of the hecl 
with the leg stretched forward and 
the toe swinging ‘to right and left 
with the heel as a pivot. -. < 

This is easier to the dancer than 
the Charteston,. even if more do- 
structive - to a polished dancing 
floor.‘ 

While “Kinkajou” contests pro- 
mise to replace the Charleston and 
Black Bottwa competitions, it is 
doubtful whether the new dance 
sal become and more ‘popular than 
‘its predecessors.

“War Hawks,” a’ film produced 
‘at Hollywood by, the Universal 
Pictures Corporation: and dis- 
tributed in Great Britain by-the 
European Motion Picture .Com- 
pany, of which"Mr. James Y. Bry- 
son is managing. director, "was 
shown. privately in London on 
‘Moriday last. 


It is a_complete travesty of the 
work in France of the Royal Air 
Foree during the war. As an 
example iof bad taste the story has 
never been equalled; it abounds 
in inaccuracies, and shows the 
British flying officer in an, entirely 
unfavourable light. : 


« Insult to Britain, 


The film was advertised in the 
British film-trade press as “A real 
war picture at last. The first film 
story of the British flying’forces 
ever made. No bunk. this time 
No toy soldiers doing impossible 
things—no improbable melodrama 
or mock “heroics.”

(FEEDING OF UNDER- 


_ NOURISHED CHILDREN. - 


VALUE OF MILK. 
In a symposium of professional 
views recently offered to the 
Chicago, Medical Society; spectal- 


ists in diseases of children gave] | 


consideration to the problems of 
the underweight child. 


Within the past decade nutri- 


tion clinics, mialnutrition clasaes, 
and school lunch clubs have been 
doing much to bring up the stand- 
ards of weight ‘of underfed chik 
‘dren throughout the country. The 
child whois underfed and who is 
malnourished is frequently an easy 
subject to infections diseases and, 


“fin addition, fails to develop pro- 


perly. . - 

Dr. L. w. Sauer has presented 
a list of rules relative to the feed. 
ing of .the underweight — child 
which should. be considered by 
every mother. The quantity of 
food should be governed by the 


age, digestive capacity and the]. 
appetite. of the child. It must} 


consume food to gain weight co 


sistently. Foods. should not, bo | 
served ice cold. Milk should-form’ 


the basis of the diet and may ‘be 
flavoured with sugar, malted milk, 
cocoa or vanilla. if ‘the child will 
not drink it in its natural’ state 
Food should not be given between 
meals, since it tends to destroy the 
appetite for food atimeals, In ad- 
dition. to contro! of diet, ample 
rest, fresh air. and ‘sunshine will 
stimulate the appetite, aid. diges- 
tion, and encourage assimilation 
of the food that is taken. 

Dr. Issac. Abt pointed out that 
there is no such thing as uniform 
human architecture and that: all 
children are not destined to be of 
the same stature. 
is not necessarily a healthful child, 
nor is the lean one always a sick 
one. The physical state. of. the 
tissues jis a good indication of 
nutrition, as well as the very 
rough standards of height and 
weight, 

Dr, Abt does not believe that a 


child should be fed. five times a: 
day after itis over two years’ of | 


age, but thinks it ‘best to - permit 
the child to become hungry. so 


that the appetite will be good and, 


the digestion: prompt. It then 
takes a sufficient amount of food
